The whipping p*«t had as Its compan­ 
ion lbO year# or more ago, not In this 
country, but In England, the pillory. 
This punishment was ended by an net 
of tho British parliament, dated June 
30, 1S37. 
Perhaps the most famous sufferer at 
tho pillory was a man who has delight­ 
ed millions of English shaking boys 
and girls and many older ix*rsons by 
ids book, "Robinson Crusoe,*1’ which 
W’as the precursor of Juvenile books ns 
we n«*w know them- This sufferer was 
Daniel Defoe, who was not only a 
writer of entrancing fiction, but fa­ 
mous as a keen political pamphleteer. 
In 1703, In the reign of Queen Anne, 
there came from hi# hand “a scandal­ 
ous and seditions pamphlet,” entitled 
“The Shortest Way With the Dissent­ 
ers ” A reward of £7/* was offered by 
the government for the auth* r, and, 
rather than thnt his printer and pub­ 
lisher should suffer In his stead, Defoe 
gave himself up and was sentenced to 
bo pilloried three times. 
On July 29 of that year the daring 
satirist stood unabashed on the pillory 
In Gbeapalde. The punishment was re­ 
peated two days afterward In the Tem­ 
ple, where a sympathizing crowd flung 
garlands Instead of garbage at the 
stout hearted pamphleteer, drank bls 
hc*alth with loud acclaim and Hang hi# 
“Hymn to the Illlory.” In this hymn

Tell them the men that placed him here 
Arr scandal# to the timer-, 
Are at a low to find hi# Kuilt 
And can’t commit hts crime*.

Canning Fruit 
Without Sugar 


W ashington, Ii. C.. July 29 
F ruit 
for us*- in pit* or salads or as stew ed 
fruit can be put up or canned w ith ­ 
out the use of any sugar at all. ac­ 
cording to the canning specialists of 
Ute departm ent. 
They, 
therefore. 
advise 
those 
who. because of 
th*- 
high price of sugar, have been th in k ­ 
ing of reducing the am ount of fruit 
they put up. to can a> much of their 
surplus as possible by the use of 
boiling w ater when sugar syrup is 
beyond their means. 
Any fruit, they 
say. may be successfully sterilized 
and retained in the pack by sim ply 
adding boiling water instead of the 
hot sirup. 
The use of sugar, of 
rourse. Is desirable In the canning of 
all kinds of fruits and m akes a b et­ 
ter and 
ready 
sw eetened 
product. 
Moreover, most of the fruits when 
canned in water alone do not retain 
their natural flavor, texture and co l­ 
or as well aa fruit put up in sirup. 
Fruit canned 
w ithout sugar to be 
used for sauces or desserts must be 
sw eetened. 
Can the product the sam e day it 
Is picked. 
Cull, stem , or seed, and 
clean the fruit by placing it In a 
strainer and pouring w ater over it 
until it is clean. 
Pack the product 
thoroughly in glass jars or tin cans 
until they are full; use the handle of 
a tablespoon, wooden ladle, or table 
knife for packing purposes. 
Pour 
over the fruit boiling w ater from a 
kettle, place rubbers and caps In po­ 
sition . partially seal if using glass 
jars, seal 
com pletely if using 
tin 
cans. 
Place the 
containers in a 
sterilizin g vat such as a wash b oil­ 
er with false bottom , or other recep­ 
tacle im provised for the purpose. 
If 
using a hot w ater bath outfit, process 
for 30 m inutes; count tim e after the 
water has reached the b oiling point: 
the water must cover the highest 
Jar in container. 
A fter sterilizin g 
remove packs, seal glass jars, wrap 
in paper to prevent bleaching and 
store in a dry. cool place. 
If you are canning in tin cans it 
w ill Improve the product to plunge 
the cans quickly into cold w ater im ­ 
m ediately after sterilization. When 
using a steam pressure canner in ­ 
stead of. the hot w ater bath, sterillz* 
for IO m inutes with Ave pounds of 
steam pressure. 
N ever allow 
the 
pressure to go over IO pounds.

What ia meant by cantar of gravity of 
an automobile? 
The center of gravity of a body, 
whether it be a motorcar or any other 
tiling, is that point about which, lf sin 
ponded, all the parts will be in equilib­ 
rium aud there will bo no rotary tend­ 
ency. 


Does a carburetor work as economic­ 
ally on medium or vary low throttle aa 
it does on open throttle? 
An engine will not operate very eco­ 
nomically on extremely low throttle, 
•Int* to tho fact that it requires a richer 
mixture. 
This is inherent and cannot 
b** overcom# in the carburetor. 
A car 
buretor will give the best mileage at 
medium speeds, although there should 
not be any particular speed at which 
th** motor will run most economically. 
Of course wide open throttle running 
Is not economical because the motor is 
overcoming increased internal resist­ 
ance if high speed is attained, aud if 
high speed is not attained It is due to 
work put on the engine because of 
a grad** or bad road.
